CHICAGO  —  Some  of    the  nation's  best  known  scientists,  among  them  Peter 
J.  VJ",   Debycj   Nobel  prize  rinnerj,  will  meet  in  Chicago   June  9,   10,   and  11  for  a 
symposium  on  fine  particles  and  resolution  in  the  Stevens  hotele 

The  symposium  is   sponsored  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Teci.nology  and  the  Physics  department  of  the  Institute, 

This  will  bo  the  first  s^-mposrom  of  its  type  ever  held,  although  it  is  an 
outgrovrt.h  of  the  symposium  on  light  and  electron  microscopy  ¥;hich  brought  more  than 
230  of  the  nation's  top  scientists  in  these  fields  to  Chicago  last  year. 

General  chairmen  are  "i/alter  C.  McCrone,   assistant  chainnan  of  the  chemistry 
department,  and  Charles  F,  Tufts,  associate  physicist,  both  of  the  Foundation, 
McCrone  and  Tufts  were  also  chairmen  of  last  year's  meeting  and  originators   of  the 
meeting. 

Dr.  Debye,  who  mil  head  a  Thursday  afternoon  and  Friday  morning  session  or 
"Light  Scattering,"  is  regarded  as  a  vrorld  authority  on  molecular  structure. 
Recently  he  was  avrarded  the  J.  Ifillard  Gibbs  medal,    one  of  the  highest  honors  in 
chemistry.     He  has  been  a  leader  in  basic  studios  of  high  polymers — the  large 
molecules  which  make  up  rubber,  plastics,  and  proteins. 

Dr.  Debye,  a  native  of  the  Netherlands,    came  to  this  country  in  19hO  after 

the  Nazis   ousted  him  as   director  of   the  Kaiser-V/ilhelm  institute  in  Berlin  because 

he  refused  to  become  a  German  citizen.     He  becam.e  an  American  citizen  in  19U6  and  noT 

heads  the  chemistry  department  at  Cornell  university,

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Chairmen  of  other  sessions  are  Herman  F.  Hark,   founder  and  director  of  the 
Institute  of  Polymer  Research,   Brooklyn  Polj^i-echnic  Institute;   G.  'i.  Mason, 
department  of   chemical  engineering,    Cornell  university;  and  Robley  C.  './illiams, 
department  of  physics,   University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  iviichigan. 

Dr.  Mark  is  knov.Ti  for  his  rrork  in  X-rays  and  their  use  in  studylrig  the 
structure  of  matter.     He  has  done  considerable  work  on  the  structure   of  high 
poljnners,   particularly  cellulose  and  rubber.     He  has  published  many  books  and  papers 
on  such  subjects  as  heavy  water,   physics  and  chemistry  of  cellulose  and  the 
stnicture  and  physical  chanistry  of  high  polymers. 

Dr.  Williams  has  vrorked  particularly  with  the  application  of  electron 
m.icroscopy  in  making  more  clear  the  structure  and  growth  mechanisms  of  viruses  and 
the  large  protein  molecules e     These  are  objects  smaller  than  one  five-millionth  of 
an  inch  in  size.     Y'illiams'  work  on  virus  grovrth  is    sponsored  by  the  American  Cancer 
Society.     This  work  has  a  direct  and  important  relation  to  the  study  of  cancer. 

Dr.  ViTilliams  and  his  associates  recently  have  been  v/orking  on  a  method 
for  using  the  electron  microscope  to  detemine  the  molecular  weights  and  shapes  of 
viruses  and  the  large  proteins.     T^egg  studies  are   expected  to  give  a  better 
understanding  of  the  makeup  of  such  important  biological  systems  as  the  human  blood 
serum.. 

Dr.  Clyde  W,  Mason  is  recognized  as  the  outstanding  authority  on  micro- 
scopical technique  and  methods  and  on  standards  for  partical  size  measurements. 
During  the  war  ho  worked  for  the  Office  of  Scientific  Research  and  Development,     His 
laboratory  viras  the   official   organization  for  the  development  of  simplified 
microscopical  procedures  for   identification  of  enemy  materiel  such  as  high  explosives 
war  gases,  etc. 

In  addition  the  chairmen  of  the   four  sessions  mil  have  on  their  panels 
som^e   2U  other  scientists  of  national  and  international  fame.

To   the   average    man,    a    blast    furnace    is   merely  a   huge    rust- 
colored   stack  which  he    sees    projecting  above   the    sky   line    of   a    steel 
millo      He    does   not   realize    that   the    blast    furnace,    together  with   its 
accessory   equipment,    is   actually  an   exceedingly    complex    set    of 
apparatus  which   carries    out  with  notable   efficiency    the    basic    operation 
in  steel-making,    -   the   winning   of    iron   from   its    ore.

To   keep   this   furnace    operating  satisfactorily   requires    close 
control    of   a    large   number   of    interrelated  activities   to   the    end   that 
supplies    of    ore,    coke,    limestona  and   heated  air  are   available    in 
proper   quantity,    at    the    proper   place   and  at    the    proper    time. 

And   all  this    on  a    gigantic    scale.      The    largest    modern 
furnaces    produce    nearly   1500  tons    of    iron  a    day  and   for   each  ton   of 
iron  there    is    needed,    over    one   and   a    half    tons    of    ore,    about    three- 
quarters    of   a,   ton   of    coke,    about    half   a    ton    of    limestone,    and   three 
and   a    half    tons    of   heated   air.      Along   with   each    ton   of    iron,    there 
is    produced    over    100,000   cubic    feet    of    gas    and    over   half   a    ton    of 
slage      To    handle    this   vast    quantity   of   raw   materials   and    products    re- 
quires  a    high  degree    of    coordination  and    skill. 

Ore,    brought    for   the   most    part    from  I.Iinnesota    over   the 
Great   Lakes,    must   be    carefully  blended.       Coal    of    selected   grade    must 
be    blended   and   then   coked    in   by-product    coke    ovens.      The    gas   from 
these    ovens    contains    many   valuable    chemicals    which  are    recovered^ 
For    instance,   ammonia    is    converted    into    fertilizer    on  an   enormous 
scale  ,    benz.ene   and    other   hydrocarbons   are    recovered    for   use    in  the 
chemical    industries;    pyridine    serves    as    a   base    for    medicinal    products. 
Although    it    is   not    generally   realized,    the    fact    is   that  the   steel 
companies   are   among   the    largest    producers    of   checiicals 

The    ore,    coke    and    limestone,    when   assembled   are    charged 
into    the    furnace    at    the   top.      As    they   descend    they  are    heated   by   the 
ascending    current    of   hot    reducing   gas    formed   by   the    combustion    of 
coke    in  air   blown  through    openings    just    above    the    hearth^.      As    the 
temperature    of   the    charge    increases,    the    ore    reacts   with   these    gases 
to    form   mietallic    iron  which,    as    it   approaches   the    combustion  zone, 
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melts   and    drains    into    the    hearth.      The    limestone    reacts    with    impuri- 
ties   in  the   ore   to    form   fusible    compounds  which   collect    in   the   slag 
that   floats   on  the    iron. 

The   gas   exhausted    from   the   top    of   the    furnace   has   many   uses 
as  a    fuelo      It    is   burned   to    supply  heat    to   the   blast  and   power    for 
the   blowing   engines.      It   also   serves  as   a    fuel    for  boilers   and 
metallurgical    furnaces. 

The    counter    current    flow    of    material,    the    high   degree    bo 
which   the   available   reducing   power    of    carbon    is   used,    the    economic 
utilization   of    heat   within   the    furnace    and   the    recovery    of   heat    from 
the    waste    gases,    all    contribute    to   make   the    blast    furnace    process    one 
of   the    most    efficient    of   metallurgical    operations. 

The    best    evidence    of   this    efficiency    is    that    iron    is    pro- 
duced   on   a    gigantic    scale    with  an   expenditure,    from  mine    to   molten 
metal  J    of   about    12   man   hours    per   ton   and   that    it    sells    at   a    price    of 
about    2c 5    cents   a    pound.

The   use   of   the   microscope   played  a    dominating   part    in  the 
transition    of    metallurgy    from   an   art    to   a    science    --a    transition  that 
is   by   no   means    complete.      The    change    from  a    chemical    to   a    physical 
basis    for    interpretation   of   the    properties   of  alloys    began  when   it   was 
demonstrated    that    composition    is    important    principally   because    it 
affects    structureo      By   1920   the    various    types    of    structures    that    could 
be    expected   had   become    well    known   and    the    relation   between   the    spatial 

-more- 
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distribution    of    the    various   microconst  ituents    to   mechanical    and    otlier 
properties    fairly   viell   understood.      The    introduction   of  X-ray   diff- 
raction methods    for    studying   structure    on  an  atomic    scale    decreased 
interest    in  microstructures ,    and    only    in  the    last    few  years   has    it 
been   possible    to    glimpse    the    la\7s    underlying   most    normal    forms    of 
microstructurse 

The    structure    of  a    metal    results    from  the   topological 
necessity   that    each   grain  exactly   fit   against    its   neighbors   and   the 
fact    that    the    interfaces    between   grains    in  a    metal    or  alloy   tend   to 
adjust   toward   a    configuration   of   minimum   energy.      The    forces   respon-  . 
sible    for  metallic   microstructures   are   almost    free    from   crystallo- 
graphic   direct ionall ity ,    and    it    is    possible   to    find   almost    exact 
duplicates    of   the    structures    in  non-crystalline   materials,    ec.  go,    in 
sorT.p   suds,    foams    of    oil    and  water,    and   many  biological    tissues,    in- 
cluding  elder   pith   and    human   fat.       In  all    of    these    the    system  attempts 
to  attain  the   minimum  area    of   surface   between  a   mass    of   contiguous 
cellSc      The    grain   growth   that    occurs    on  annealing   a    fine-grained    metal 
is   a    result    of   the    migration   of    grain    interfaces    under   the    influence 
of    the    curvatures    introduced    by    the    reconcilat ion    of    the    requirements 
for   120°   angles   with   the    random    contacts    between   grains.       The    motion 
is    intermittently   slow   and   fast,    for   rapid   motion   occurs   following   the 
formation   of  an   unstable    junction   of   more   than   four    grains   at    a    point. 

The    structure    of   many  alloys,    as   distinct    from  those    of  a 
pure   metal,    is    complicated  by  the    fact    that   there   are  at    least    two 
types    of    interfaces,    those    between   grains    of    the    same    phase   and    those 
between   grains    of   different    phases^       It    is    the    ratio   between   the 
energies    of   these   two    interfaces   that   determines   the  microstructure    of

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binary  alloys.   If  the  interphase  interface  has  a  low  energy  compared 
with  the  boundary  between  two  grains  of  the  same  phase,  the  second 
phase  will  penetrate  between  and  entirely  separate  the  first  grains, 
usually  resulting  in  an  extremely  brittle  alloy.   If  the  interphase 
boundary  energy  is  high,  the  phase  will  be  more  or  lesS:  "spheroidized", 
This  simple  concept  explains  many  structures  of  cast  and  annealed 
alloys,  but  needs  considerable  extension  to  cover  cases  of  oriented 
precipitat  ion.

CHICAGO — The  nurnber  of  amateur  movie  photographers  in  the  country 
probably  will  double  within  two  years,  according  to  Jay  Sterling  Kemp, 
director  of  the  magnetic  recording  division  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Kemp's  prediction  was  prompted  by  an  agreement  signed  recently 
by  the  Foundation  and  the  Eastman  Kodak  Co.  which  permits  Kodak  to  use  the 
Foundation's  intents  in  magnetic  recording. 

This  agreement  paves  the  vray  for  amateurs  to  add  sound  to  their 
movies  s  iniply  and  cheaply.  And  they  can  add  the  sound  tracks  right  in 
their  own  homes. 

Most  amateurs  prefer  8  mm  movies  to  larger  sizes  chiefly  because 
of  low  cost,  light  weight  equipment,  and  general  convenience.  Until  the 
development  of  magnetic  sound  on  film^  there  was  no  way  these  8  mm  amateurs 
could  have  sound  movies . 

Kodak's  entry  into  the  magnetic  recording  field  is  a  logical  step. 
The  bulk  of  16  and  8  mm  film  is  sold  and  processed  by  Eastman.  Its 
processing  plants  are  scattered  throughout  the  world,  and  it  is  a  simple 
matter  to  put  the  magnetizable  material  on  the  film  as  one  step  of  the 
processing. 

— more— 
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Before  sastr.ian  entered  the  field,  there  r/as  nowhere  an  anatcur 
could  send  his  film  for  processing  and  coating  in  one  operation. 

All  plans  to  date  call  for  putting  the  sound  on  the  film  after 
it  has  been  exposed,  Kemp  said. 

This  actually  is  an  advaritage,  he  explained.   "Most  people  either 
'freeze  up'  or  say  something  forced  when  they  are  being  photographed  and 
recorded  at  the  same  time." 

"Probably  the  best  scripts  are  of  the  'off  the  cuff  variety. 
The  amateur  first  runs  tlirough  his  film  to  see  what  he's  got.  Then  he 
rewinds  it,  turns  the  switch  to  'record,'  and  talks  his  commentary  into  the 
microphone.  At  the  same  tine  he  can  blend  in  sound  effects  or  background 
music  or  noises  as  he  wishes." 

If  the  amateur  doesn't  like  what  he's  got,  he  can  erase  it— or 
any  part  of  it — and  put  on  new  sou.nd  simply  by  tui'ning  the  si\ritch  to 
"record"  and  recording  right  on  top  of  the  eld  script. 

An  optical  sound  track,  on  the  other  hand,  cannot  be  erased  or 
replaced,   (An  optical  sound  track  is  the  conventional  type  used  in  movie 
theaters , ) 

The  magnetic  track  on  the  edge  of  the  film  is  unharmed  by  chemical 
processing  of  the  film.  One  camera  manufacturer  plans  to  manufacture  a 
camera  with  a  magnetic  attachment  ifdiich  will  record  as  the  film  is  being 
exposed.  And  it  is  probable  that  f iLn  soon  can  be  bought  with  the  sound 
track  already  on  it. 

Thus,  Kemp  reports,  it  will  not  be  long  until  the  amateur  movie 
maker  can  capture  the  sound  as  it  happens.  But,  of  course,  if  he  doesn't 
like  ^vh^t  he  has,  he  still  can  erase  it  and  put  on  whatever  he  wants* 
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Kemp  invariablj'  is  asked  tv/o  questions  vrhen  he  discusses  ina'.:netic 
sound  on  film;      "How  good  is  it?"     and  "Hov/  much  will  it  cost?" 

"In  the   same   size  film,   it  is  better  than  optical  sound,"   Kemp 
says.      "In  addition,   optical   sound  for  8  mm  film  is  not  commercially  available,' 

Kemp  believes   that  a  projector  equipped  for  magnetic  sound  v/ill 
be  no  more  expensive  than  an  optical   sound  projector.     And  the  magnetic 
sound  equipment  has  a  dual  purpose — recording  and  reproducing. 

Because   of  the  erase-record  feature,   the   general  quality  and 
handiness,  and  the  lack  of  bulky  equipment  necessary  for  optical  sound, 
some  of  the  major  studios   in  the  motion  picture  industry  are  using  magnetic 
sound  on  film  records  from  which  master  sound  tracks  are  made. 

The  Foundation  began  putting  magnetic  sound  on  film  several  years 
ago.     The  magnetic   recording  group  of  the  Pliysics  department,   vrorking  under 
the  direction  of  liai-^vin  Camras,   made  the  first  successful  tests   on  35  rnrii 
film.

Following  is  the  text  of  an  address,  "The  Architect  in 
Civic  Affairs,"  to  be  delivered  Tuesday  night,  June  14,  1949,  in  the 
Blackstone  hotel,  Chicago,  by  Dr.  Henry  T,  Heald,  president  of  .'  .  .. 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Chicago 
chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.   Dr.  Heald  will  be 
awarded  an  honorary  associate  membership  at  the  meeting. 


I  am  pleased  to  be  elected  an  honorary  associate  of  the 
Chicogo  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.   Members 
of  your  group  have  made,  and  are  continuing  to  make,  a  distinguished 
record  in  the  practice  of  your  profession.   Chicago  is  fortunate  to 
have  such  an  excellent  group  of  architects  whose  work  is  reflected 
not  only  in  the  physical  characteristics  of  our  city  but  in  important 
architectural  developments  that  have  set  nationwide  patterns. 
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Unfortunately  I  can  claiia  no  knowledge  of  architecture  or 
skill  in  its  practise.   I  can,  however,  claim  an  interest  in 
architectural  education,  and  because  a  substantial  prooortion  of  the 
architects  who  have  built  Chicago  have  received  that  education  at 
Illinois  Tech  and  its  predecessor,  Armour,  I  have  followed  the  v.'ork 
of  architects  with  more  than  ordinary  concern. 

In  thinking  about  what  I  might  say  here  this  evening  it 
occurred  to  me  that  I  might  discuss  professional  education.  But  after 
further  reflection  this  seemed  a  better  opportunity  to  relate  the  work 
of  professional  people  in  general  and  perhaps  architects  in  particular 
to  some  of  the  broader  responsibilities  for  citizenship  in  a  community 
such  as  Chicago, 

To  begin  with,  there  is  no  particular  reason  to  believe  that 
responsibilities  of  citizenship  in  a  democratic  society  are  in  any 
sense  limited  to  those  of  us  vi/ho  earn  our  livelihood  hj   the  practice 
of  a  profession,  whether  it  be  architecture ^  engineering,  law, 
medicine  J  or  accounting.  Our  goal  is  to  insure  that  all  of  our 
citizens  are  free  to  seek  the  truth,  to  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
informed,  and  to  reach  sound  and  intelligent  conclusions  on  matters 
affecting  the  corimion  good,   ';7e  seek  to  attain  this  goal  by  providing 
the  best  possible  educ: tion  within  the  limits  of  each  individual's 
capacity  to  take  advantage  of  it ,  and  v;e  seek  to  insure  that  freedom 
of  opportunity  ezists  for  all.   The  fact  that  AA;e  frequently  fall 
short  of  these  goals  in  no  vjay  challenges  their  validity. 

On  the  other  hand,  as  professional  people,  vje  are  granted 
certain  privileges,  earned  it  is  true  by  education  and  experience, 
and  sometimes  protected  by  law.   Every  profession  has  inherent  in  it  a 
body  of  specialized  Icnowledge ,  not  usually  shared  by  the  general 
public,  and  a  responsibility  to  use  that  knowledge  for  the  public 
•  ■  ■  ■   ■       '    ^more^ 
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good.   The  professional  man's  respDnsibllities  to  his  individual 
clients  are  well  understood  and  in  general  corapotent.Ty  discharged. 
Not  so  clearly  grasped  is  the  impoTtance  of  the  general  relationship 
of  the  professional  man  to  the  community  in  which  he  lives  and  the 
obligation  which  I  think  he  has  for  bringing  his  powers  of  logical 
reasoning  and  trained  intelligence  to  bear  on  the  political,  social, 
and  economic  problems  inherent  in  every  phase  of  life  in  a  democratic 
society. 

To  attain  a  high  degree  of  competence  in  the  practice  of 
architecture  or  engineering  is  in  itself  a  challenging  task.  Yet  the 
technical  problems  are  much  more  readily  solved  than  are  some  of  the 
complex  problems  of  government,  social  organization,  and  politics. 
Many  professional  people  tend  to  shy  away  from  such  activities, 
feeling  that  they  have  neither  the  tiflie  nor  the  competence  to  engage 
in  them.   As  a  result  decisions  are  often  made  and  policies  often 
determined  bv  people  of  lesser  general  competence  who  are  unrestrained 
by  any  recognition  of  their  limitations. 

For  those  of  us  who  want  to  make  some  contributions  to  the 
public  welfare,  a  good  place  to  begin  is  in  our  ovm  city,   Chicago 
abounds  with  problems  that  cry  for  solution.   The  responsibilities  of 
local  government  in  a  large  city  such  as  ours  are  extremely 
complicated  and  difficult.   Yet  proper  answers  will  only  be  found 
through  the  active  participation  in  governmental  and  civic  affairs 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  responsible  citizens  of  the  community. 

The  revitalized  political  leadership  which  came  to  Chicago 

in  the  election  of  Mayor  Kennelly--  ttvo:  years  ago  has  given  many  of 

us  new  hope.   And  yet  no  mayor  or  group  of  city  officials  can  be 

completely  successful  without  the  help  and  active  participation  of 

those  citizens  who  are  willing  to  put  the  public  welfare  foremost. 

-more- 
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Many  of  Ciiicago's  most  serious  problems  are  closely  related  to  the 
general  field  of  orcliitecture  and  construction.   Sound  and  progressive 
iT'ng-term,  city  planning  is  essential  to  the  future  of  the  city.   It  is 
encouraging  to  see  prominent  architects  taking  a  leading  role  . 
in  'the  work  of  the  Chicago  Plan  Commission.   Others  of  your  members 
devote  their  efforts  to  the  administration  of  city  departments  and  to 
planning  for  public  works.   I  should  like  to  see  more  architects 
engaged,  with  or  without  salary,  in  policy-making  positions  in  city 
govermnent. 

Chicago's  most  critical  problem  is  that  of  housing;  and  slum 
clearance.   The  city's  15,000  acres  of  blight  and  near  blight  present 
a  terrific  challenge  to  those  of  us  who  are  interested  in  the  future 
of  Chicago  as  a  place  in  v^^hich  to  live  and  work.   Since  the  end  of  the 
v;ar ,  housing  construction  has  preceded  at  a  substantial  pace  outside 
the  city  limits;  but  Chicago  itself  lags  far  behind  most  major  cities 
in  America.   The  welfare  of  the  city  and  its  people  and,  in  fact,  the 
financial  solvency  of  the  city  government  itself  requires  the 
encouragement  of  more  new  building  in  Chicago.   Most  of  the  recent 
building  has  been  done  in  outlying  areas  where  land  was  readily 
available  and  neighborhood  conditions  promised  reasonable  stability 
in  values. 

The  slums  and  blighted  areas  cost  the  city  millions  of 
dollars  annually  in  lost  taxes,  require  excessive  expenditures  for 
policq,  health,  and  fire  protection  and   take  an  even  greater  toll  in 
human  misery  caused  bj"-  bad  housing  and  Intolerable  living  conditions. 
In  Chicago  these  areas  have  scarcely  been  touched. 
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Chicago  has  a  sound  plan  for  slum  clearance  ana  redovelop- 
ment.   The  elements  of  that  plan  arc  beginning  to  be  put  in  operation, 
but  we  are  still  a  long  way  from  any  substantial  number  of  new  homes. 
In  1947  the  state  legislature  enacted  a  slum  clearance  and  redevelop- 
ment act  and  appropriated  funds  to  be  matched  by  municipalities.   A 
bond  issue  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  city  later  the  same  year 
implemented  the  program.   You  will  recall  that  the  Land  Clearance 
Commission  was  created  with  power  to  acquire  slum  land  with  public 
funds,  write  down  the  cost  of  the  land  to  its  real  use  value,  and 
sell  the  land  to  private  developers  for  such  use  as  required  "by   proper 
redevelopm-ent. 

Thus  we  have  provided  the  m.achinery  to  acquire  and  clear 
slum  land  and  make  it  available  for  re-use  at  reasonable  cost.   It 
was  also  recognized  that  the  clearance  of  slum  areas  would  displace 
substantial  numbers  of  people  who  because  of  the  current  housing 
shortage,  would  have  great  difficulty  finding  a  place  to  go.   Con- 
sequently appropriations  were  also  made  available  for  relocation 
housing  to  be  built  for  lew  income  families  by  the  Chicago  Housing 
Author  itjr, 

A  third  element  in  the  program  was  a  provision  for  non-profit 
housing  to  be  built  by  what  is  called  the  Chicago  Dvjellings  Associatim. 
Satisfactory  implementation  of  this  latter  program  still  requires 
action  by  the  State  Legislature  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
forthcoming  in  the  present  session. 

The  Chicago  citizen— impatient  for  results— may'  well  ask 

what  has  happened  to  this  carefully  developed  plan.   To  date  the  onlj'- 

physical  evidence  of  action  Is  construction  on  the  Dearborn  Homes 

project  of  the  Chlcngo  Housing  Authority  This  project  will  provide 

relocation  units  for  SCO  low  income  families.  Those  of  you  who  have 

-more- 
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followed  the  problems  and  delays  that  beset  the  v.'holo  program  knov; 
something  about  its  difficulties.   Almost  a  year  ago  the  Land 
Clearance  Co.tnmi^3sion  selected  its  first  redevelopm-ent  site  on  the 
South  Side.   A  tentative  offer  from  tlie  Ne\v  York  Life  Insurance  Co. 
and  interest  on  the  part  of  local  insurance  companies  seemed  to  . 
insure  its  redevelopment,  and  the  Commission  prepared  the  facts  on 
which  to  secure  City  Council  approval.   In  the  meantime  the  Chicago 
Housing  Authority  sought  approval  of  the  City  Council  on  the  location 
of  relocation  housing  sites.   After  much  delay  and  controversy, 
several  sites  were  finally  approved. 

Further  delay  was  occasioned  by  long  discussions  of  the 
proposed  Carey  ordinance  which  finalljr  failed  to  pass.   One  month 
ago  the  Land  Clearance  Comiiission  redevelopment  site  No.  1  was 
finally  approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Illinois  State  Housing 
Board,  in  spite  of  substantial  opposition  from  people  living  in  the 
area  who  feared  displacement.   The  Commission  has  now  begun  the 
acquisition  of  property  in  the  area.   In  due  time,  but  certainly  not 
too  quickly,  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Co.  should  be  under  way  v;ith 
actual  construction  of  1400  or  more  new  rental  apartment  units 
together  with  a  suitable  commercial  development. 

The  Housing  Authority  expects  to  begin  construction  soon 
on  some  of  its  relocation  projects  and  the  Land  Clearance  CoLimission 
is  considering  the  selection  of  additional  redevelopment  areas  in 
other  parts  of  the  city.   Likevjise  the  Chicago  Dwelling  Association 
should  bo  able  to  start  soon  on  its  Initial  project. 
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All  this  appears  to  be  a  very  cmibersoir.e  pi'ocedu.r'O ,  and  it 
is.   Every  action  taken  must  be  approved  by  the  City  Council  and  State 
Housing  Board.   People  living  in  redevelopment  areas  are  generally 
opposed  to  slum  clearance.   They  fear  that  their  individual  lots 
villi    be  'worsened,  and  in  some  cases  that  may  be  true.   Those  v;ho 
can  qualify  for  low-rent  housing  vjill  be  provided  for  in  relocation 
projects.   Some  will  be  able  to  move  back  into  the  nev;  development. 
An  intermediate  group  will  have  to  depend  on  housing  that  becomes 
vacant  in  the  general  reshuffle,  and  they  ma^r  have  considerable 
difficulty  in  rehousing  themselves  even  though  they  are  given  all 
possible  assistance.   Thus  it  is  easy  to  understand  \']hj   slum  clearance 
is  not  popular  v'ith  somiC  of  f'ose  most  intim.atel3r  concerned  with  it. 
Nevertheless  it  is  essential  for  the  future  of  Chicago,  and  everj'" 
effort  must  be  made  to  expedite  its  progress. 

Another  primar}'"  deterrent  to  housing  construction  in  Chicago 
is  high  cost.   It  is  essential  that  builders  and  architects  make  every 
effort  to  bring  the  cost  of  adequate  housing  vvithin  the  reach  of  the 
ffl.ax3.m.um  numiber  of  consumers.   High  costs  of  building  and  a  relatively 
fixed  return  have  combined  to  discourage  ncvj  rental  housing  so  much 
needed  in  this  commu.nity. 

One  im.portant  factor  contributing  to  the  high  cost  of  con^ 

struction   is   Chicago's    outdated   building  code.      Here  again   the 

difficult;,''  was   recognized   long   ago.      A   new  and  modern   code  v/as   drafted 

by  John  Ilerrill  with    the   expert   assistance   of   sornxO   of   Chicago's   best 

architects,    engineers,    and   builders.      Seventeen  months  ago   the   Cltj 

Council  began  hearings   on  the    Code  presumably   to   lead    to   its   adoption. 

Today  the    Citv  is   still  without   a    no--'    code   and    the   prospects   do   not 

appear   particularly  bright.      Results   to   dote   in   securing   the  adoption 

of   the   new  performance   standard    cede    shov;   a   lack   of   concern   for   the 

-more- 
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public  intorest  on  the  part  of  certain  members  of  the  City  Council. 
Vigorous  and  sustained  opposition  to  the  new  code  has  come  from 
vested  interests  in  the  plastering  trade  fearful  that  a  modern  code 
would  result  in  the  use  of  substitute  materials  in  cartain  types  of 
construction.   A  building  code  is  supposed  to  provide  for  the  safety?- 
of  the  public.   Nationally  known  experts  in  fire  protection  and 
housj.ng  have  testified  in  favor  of  the  new  Chicsf^o  code  but  to  no 
avail.   The  Chicago  Plastering  Institute,  thru  its  spokesman,  himself 
no  expert  in  anything  unless  it  be  the  application  of  plaster  and 
influence  on  politicians,  says  that  the  code  will  permit  unsafe 
construction.   No  valid  evidence  has  been  introduced,  and  no  competent 
expert  has  substantiated  such  testimony;  but  so  far  action  has  been 
successfully  blocked.   Interminable  delays  in  the  enactment  of  the 
new  code  have  cost  Chicagoans  thousands  of  dollars  and  futher  delayed 
the  end  of  the  housing  shortage.   Now  there  appears  to  be  grave  dangei 
that  Yv'hen  the  code  finally  is  reported  to  the  Council  for  passage 
it  will  be  changed  to  suit  the  plastering  interests.   How  long  can 
the  people  of  this  community  permit  a  sriHll  group  of  selfish  in- 
dividuals to  stand  in  the  vjay  of  civic  progress? 

Perhaps  I  have  said  enough  about  Chicago's  problems  to 
prove  that  there  is  need  for  an  englightened  spirit  of  civic  service 
on  the  part  of  its  citizens.   Certainly  for  professional  people 
in  .'general  and  for  architects  in  particular  there  are  great 
opportunities  to  vjork  for  the  public  welfare.   We  should  not  rest 
until  wo  are  assured  that  Chicago  has  become  the  best  possible  place 
in  which  to  v\;ork,  to  live,  to  educate  our  children  and  to  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  our  American  free  society. 
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Meiiibors  of  the  Chicago  Chapter  of  tiio  American  Institute 
of  Architects  have  taken  a  loading  part  in  T:he  life  of  the  city  and 
the  nation,   I  hopo  that  more  of  you  will  not  only  build  the  city's 
structures  but  will  build  the  fabric  of  the  city  itself  in  the  years 
to  come. 

I  greatly  appreciate  the  honor  you  have  bestov>7ed  on  me 
tonight.   I  am  gratified  to  bo  associated  in  some  small  way  with  an 
organisation  of  such  fundamental  importance  to  human  welfare.

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CHICAGO  —  Oil  fields  of  the  nation  which  have  been  yielding  petroleum  for 
years  may  still  have  as  much  oil  underground  as  has  been  taken  out„ 

It  is  estimated  that  about  700  million  barrels^  representing  m.ore  than  $3 
billion,  are  still  awaiting  secondary  recovery  in  tlie  Bradford,  Pa„,  field  alone. 

The  Penn  Grade  Crude  Oil  Association  is  sponsoring  a  project  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  to  find  a  way  to  obtain  more 
of  the  oil  trapped  in  the  porous  sandstone  which  makes  up  a  pool. 

At  the  same  time  numerous  other  organizations,  particularly  Pennsylvania 
State  College,  are  working  on  this  problem^ 

Only  about  30  per  cent  of  the  oil  in  any  pool  is  obtained  in  the  original 
pumping,  according  to  Dr.  John  E,  Barkley,  supervisor  of  physical  chemistry  at  the 
Foundation,  About  70  per  cent  remains  in  the  pores  of  the  stone  in  which  it  is 
trapped. 

More  oil  is  recovered  by  pumping  water  into  the  ground  and  forcing  oil, 
which  floats  on  water,  to  the  surface. 

This  method  of  secondary  oil  recoverjr,  by  far  the  most  common  method,  m.ay 
bring  up  as  m.uch  as  another  30  per  cent  of  the  pool,  or  it  may  bring  up  nothing, 
depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  rock. 

At  most,  according  to  Barkley,  only  about  60  per  cent  of  the  oil  in  any 
pool  can  be  brought  to  the  surface  by  methods  in  present  practice.  Often  the  total 
figure  drops  as  lovf  as  30  per  cent. 
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Thus,  I4O  to  70  per  cent  of  the  oil  now  reiiiains  in  the  ground,  held  in  the 
pores  of  the  rock  by  capillary  action, 

Barkley  and  his  section  have  the  problem  of  determining  a  method  for  re- 
covering a  much  higher  percentage  of  the  oil,  simply  and  economically, 

"The  'economically'  is  the  catch,"  Barkley  saido 

laboratory  tests  indicate  that  there  are  viajs  of  bringing  up  mucii  moi'e  oil, 
but  the  cost  of  the  operation  is  prohibitive  now  because  of  the  selling  price  of  oil, 
he  saidc 

John  W.  Cook,  chemist  in  the  physical  chemistry  section  and  project  leader 
on  the  secondary  oil  recovery  project,  now  is  working  vdth  surface  active  agents 
which  he  plans  to  add  to  the  water  now  being  used  to  flush  out  wells  already  pumped 
outo 

Surface  active  agents  (some  fatty  acids  and  certain  alcohols  are  sui^face 
active)  have  the  property  of  being  able  to  modify  oil -water-sandstone  interfaces  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  create  tremendous  surface  forces  which  aid  in  the  removal  of 
the  oilo 

"Tthen  it  is  considered  that  millions  of  gallons  of  water  must  be  pujnped 

into  the  ground  in  a  flushing  operation,  it  becomes  evident  that  great  quantities  of 

surface  active  agent  must  be  used  in  fiirther  recovery,"  Cook  said,   "These  agents 

need  not  be  very  costly  to  push  the  necessary  selling  price  of  oil  above  economic 

feasibility." 

"Therefore  the  problem  is  not  alone  selecting  the  best  agent  to  use,"  Cook 

saido  "But  its  cost  must  be  considered,  ¥e  have  detennined  that  to  stay  inside  of 

economic  limits  the  surface  active  agent  can  be  no  more  than  one  tenth  of  one  per 

cent  of  the  solution," 

Barkley 's  section  already  has  run  several  successful  laboratory  tests 

using  surface  active  agents,  YJhen  they  have  determined  the  best  possible  agent  that 

is  also  economically  feasible,  they  expect  to  run  field  tests, 

"Considerable  research  probably  will  be  necessary  before  a  final  answer  is 
forthcoming,"  Barkley  said.  "However,  laboratory  tests  do  indicate  a  probability  of

To  an  old  alumiiri.s  of  Lcvv"is  Institute  and  b'f   direct  descent  also  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  there  could  be  no  happier  occasion  than  my  meeting  v.ath 
you  today  at  those  dedication  exercises  for  ■mr   beaut:d?ul  ne\7  buildings.   During 
the  years  I  spent  on  the  Lewis  Campus,  I  can  recall  the  pride  I  felt  in  our  build- 
ings and  facilities  and  the  pleasure  I  experienced  in  learning  the  exciting 
principles  of  technology.-  from  cy  inspiring  teacher,  Rufus  Smith,  and  his  able 
colleagues.   It  scarcely  needs  telling  that  there  ha-ve  been  great  changes  since 
that  time  in  the  facilities,  the  size  and  composition  of  the  student  body  and,  most 
of  all,  in  the  curriculum.  We  like  to  think  of  vroll-planned  changes  as  constitut- 
ing improvements  and  vjc   all  m.ust  agree  that  under  Dr.  Keald's  able  leadership, 
many  important  improvements  over  technological  education  of  the  early   1900's  have 
been  incorporated  on  our  nevi   Campus. 
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I'ay  I  also  say,  hovrsver,  that  there  is  no  reacon  for  any  of  you  feeling 
Eorry  for  us  old  timers  vrho  viere   students  in  these  early  days  of  techno], ogical 
education,  'i/e  had  Eiany  advantag;es  viiich  ivill  be  a  challenge  to  tl.e  faculties  of 
The  Institute  of  the  future  even  tr,  equal.  \'!e   had  close,  personal  contact  v.ith 
able  teachers.  Our  study  of  fund^amental  principles  was  not  obscured  by  masses  of 
shiny  equip:nent.  In  advance  of  the  days  of  mass  education,  faculty  and  student 
body  alike  were  enthusiastic  volunteers,  embarking  on  a  glorious  adventure. 

^/\^^.en  v/e  dedicate  new  buildings,  we  must  be  looking  forward  over  j.ong 
periods  of  time  and  in  this  range  of  tiinc,  we  can  viev;  v;ith  enthusiasm  the  bright 
future  of  Illinois  Tech.  Wo  must  realize,,  however,  that  the  educational  problems 
of  the  future  have  changed  from  those  of  the  past  and  will  continue  to  change.  A 
great  responsibility  rests  upon  us  to  sec  that  those  problems  are  met  as  adequately 
as  irere  the -then  existing  problem.3  in  the-days  -of  old  Lewis  Institato,.  Tliere  is  no 
need  to  point  out  to- you- that  I  have  no  standing  3.s-,an-educi:.tor,  but  I  do  feel  a 
deep  interest  in  the. subject  of  technological  cduca-tion,  having  spent  my  entire 
activ-e-  career-workJjig  vfith  men  whose  -minds  h^.ve  been  traJ.ned  br.'-  one  oi-  another  of 
our  -com:trj''s-.  educational  institutions^  I..cannot  discuss  with  you.  educational 
methods,  -but  I  .am.-f-am.ili.ar -"rith  the  end  result.   If  the.  method  does  not  equip  the 
4?;ra^Jua-te  to-ser\7-e-properly  in. .his -eventual -posLtion.y  .there  Tiust.  be-  S'Omething-n.rong 
with.. the  method. 

The-  sTJCce.si;  of  science  app>lj£d  to  iridustry  wtdch  has- -occurred,  largely 
through  the  medium  of  men  provided  v;ith  a.  technical  eduoation.  lias  been  tiie  out- 
standing .event,  of  tlie  past  -century,,  if  not  of.  all  .ti.-ma.  -  There._is  enough  honor 

attached -to  tl-ie  -aiT:aaing  accomplifhrnents  in"  this  field  to  be  shared  liber.a.lly  with 

the 
our  -schools, -our  technologists,  our  industrialists  and  with/ general  public,  -which  -•-• 

has  supported  and  given  its  approval  to  the  great  changes  in~  our-  m.-anner  of  livin.g 

that  have  resulted. 
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r.l7  personal  part  in  this  prosraiTi  has  been  as  an  industrialist  and  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  vfith  all  nf  tliese  groups  in  the  outstanding 
grov/th  of  the  che'nical  industry.   I  had  th^:  good  fortune  to  enter  these  activities 
at  an  early  date  when  the  situation  was  in  a  fomative  period.  At  that  t?j'ne, 
relatively  few  adequately  prepared  technologists  were  available.  Also,  the  pro- 
jects then  undertaken  were  relatively  minor  and  siHiple  in  nature.  '.Vith  continuing 
suGcesSj  hov/ever,  more  students  were  attracted  to  technological  courses  and  our 
technical  schools  performed  a  great  service  in  educating  increasing  numbers  of  \vell 
prepared  graduates  for  the  many  and  varied  special  fields  of  activities, 

Tod.ay,  the  sitration  is  greatly  changed  vfith  well  over  a  hundred  thousand 
technologists  participating  in  applied  science  and  many  thousands  of  new  graduates 
receiving  their  degrees  each  year.   In  earlier  years,  when  companies  were  small 
ejid  competition  was  v;eak,  the  few  technical  men  that  a  company  possessed  were  group- 
ed together  in  a  single  technical  department  or  research  departm.ent,  as  it  is 
frequently  called.  With  the  phenomenal  success  that  the  application  of  science 
brought,  successful  com.panies  quickly  became  larger  both  in  size  and  in  scope 
of  activity.   It  soon  becamiC  evident  that  applied  science,  as  a  tool  in  in'-'ustry, 
had  many  applications.   The  idea  of  a  single  technical  department  became  much 
too  restrictive  and  the  better  managed  companies  endeavored  to  use  technologists 
wherever  they  could  be  used  to  advantage.   Technical  graduates  becamx;  active  in 
production,  engineering,  research,  design,  construction,  sales.   As  these  men 
became  experienced,  m.any  of  them  proved  best  suited  for  promotion  to  executive 
positions. 

In  com.panies  producing  ncvir  m.aterials  there  was  the  problem  of  introducing 
them  into  potential  consuming  industries.   This  called  for  a  vifhole  new  group  of 
technologists  Vvdth  the  consum.ers'  point  of  vievj-  and  their  v/ork  ivas  soon  evident 
in  the  form,  of  better  automobiles,  radios,  textiles  and  thousands  of  other  miodcrn 
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pmducts.  'Je  no;-  have  technologists  in  pui'chasin,^  departi.ients,  in  financial  houses 
and  are  beginning  to  find  thein  in  civic,  state  and  federal  adninistrations.  In 
other  vjords,  appdied  science  has  become  an  integral  part  of  our  daily  life  and  it 
requires  a  nan  of  technical  understanding  to  get  the  best  results  from  its 
app].ication.   This  is  not  Imited  to  our  own  country  and  American  technologists 
are  sought  the  vforld  over  to  bring  the  American  standard  of  living  to  less 
fortunate  peoples. 

Those  of  you  who  are  also  interested  in  technical  education  imow  full 
well  the  burden  v'hich  this  situation  has  put  upon  our  technical  schools.   In  order 
+.hat  a  large  iromber  of  v/ell  qualified  graduates  may  be  made  available  each  year,  a 
highly  complicated  curriculum  must  be  maintained  with  attendant  denand  for  special- 
ized faculty  nembers.  Taere  are  needed  also  expensive  laboratories,  shops  and 
other  facilities  at  a  great  cost  per  student.   As  in  other  branches  of  higher 
education,  the  pioneer  work  in  technical  education  has  been  done  by  our  privately 
endowed  institutions  and  in  point  of  advarxcod  methods  and  original  planning,  if  not 
in  a.ctual  number  of  students,  these  are  still  in  the  lead.   Our  country  owes  a 
great  debt  of  gratitude  to  our  unselfish  academic  administra,tors  and  professors  for 
their  foresight  in  keeping  techmdogical  education  abreast  of  the  manifold  needs  foi 
its  graduates.   Mot  only  our  countr^A's  v;ell~being  and  coinfort,  but  its  prosperity, 
health  and  defense  against  aggression  are  dependent  upon  our  technological  assets, 
HoT/ever  vrithout  an  araple  flov;  of  specialists  to  implement  our  'rcnovf ledge,  the  great 
good  accomplished  would  fail  in  reality  and  technology  would  be  but  a  hope  and  a 
theory. 

This  highly  constructive  interplay  of  educational  institutions,  professional 
men,  industrial  management  and  public  support  has  all  taken  place  under  our  system 
of  private  enterprise.   The  incentives  have  been  many  and  the  rewards  have  been 
so  ample  that  every  one  has  benefitted.   In  other  words,  the  statement  can  be  m.ade 
that  in  the  United  States  where  applied  science  has  made  its  greatest  strides,  we 

-m.ore- 
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en^ry   the  highest  standard  of  livinc  of  any  co-jintry  in  the  vrosld.     This  is  strictly 
:-.n  accoinplislment  of  capitalisn,  to  use  the  terrr-  co".Tionly  discv.sstd  these  days. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  d':iubt  as  to  the  all  inclusi-vencss  of  the  capitalist 
influence  J  allovr  me  to  point  ouc  that  our  private  educational  institutions  are 
thei.iselves  organizations  of  capital  of  major  pr-^portions.  This  includes  the  Ill- 
inois Institute  of  Technology.   They  -.':ere  founded  vd.th  capital  supplied  by  success- 
ful individuals.  They  have  received  contributions  over  the  years  fron  a  multitude 
of  donors  engaged  in  private  enterprise.  I'ost  of  their  alumjii  as  vv'-ell  as  most  of 
the  parents  of  the  current  students  are  supporters  of  our  traditional  system.. 
This  is  a  matter  v.'hich  all  of  those  who  admire  our  great  country's  progress  can 
take  pride  in  and  those  who  seek  radical  changes  should  consider  carefully. 

I  aia  sure  that  any^^ne  fam.iliar  vxith  the  rapid-fire  changes  v'hich  applied 
science  has  briuglit  out  vfould  concede  that  there  should  be  social  changes  that 
R'ould  keep  pace  r.-ith  technological  advancement.   Trie  industrialist  of  the  last  half 
century,  vho  insisted  .;n  looking  bacbvard,  did  not  last  long  in  the  rush  of  events. 
The  fcrv.rard  looking  industrialist  expects,  as  a  matter  of  course,  that  those 
responsible  for  social  development  vTill  carry  their  part  of  the  burden.   It  is 
a  well  understood  truism,  even  in  the  turbulent  fields  of  applied  science,  not  to 
tear  dovm   the  old  plant  until  the  new  one  is  running  successfully.   I  cannot  quali- 
fy as  a  political  scientist  or  as  a  sociologist,  but  it  seems  to  ric  that  in  these 
fields,  even  more  than  in  industry,  vrc  should  look  before  we  leap, 

I  have  been  intensely  occupied  in  my  own  particular  fields  of  activities 
for  many  years  and  accordingly  have  not  been  familiar  in  detail  with  the  thinld.ng 
of  men  of  other  interests.   It  gradually  davmed  upon  m.e,  hmvever,  many  years  ago, 
that  it  vras  remarkable,  in  viev:  of  the  great  problems  our  educators  are  facing, 
that  so  many  of  them  wore  leaving  their  posts  to  serve  in  governir:ental  activities. 
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Furthermore,  it  gradually  became  obvious  that  their  influence  in  naay  cases  v;as  in 
the  directi-.jn  of  pronoting  a  socialized  state. 

I  do  not  care  to  debate  here  the  political  issues  involved,  biit  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  such  iri'-'venents  toward  socialisn  as  have  been  accomplished 
thus  far  have  directly  and  adversely  affected  our  private  educational  institutions, 
as  lA^as  to  have  been  expected,  since  they  are  capitalist  organisations.  Safe  return 
on  endoTreient  funds  has  dropped  fron  b%   to  less  than  3%.  The  purchasing  pov;er  of 
the  dollar  has  dropped  to  less  than  half.  The  number  of  individuals  financially 
capable  of  making  substantial  gifts  is  rapidly  disappearing.  Tunitive  taxation 
diminishes  the  possibility  of  a  new  generation  rising  to  carry  on  this  v/orthy 
support  of  endovved  institutions.  As  principal  other  private,  sources  of  univt;rsity 
income,  there  are  left  only  current  small  gifts  from  alumni,  a  \TGak  reed  at  best 
and  gifts  from  industrial  concerns.   The  final  recourse  is  goveriimental  subsidy  and 
governiTiental  domination . 

',Yith  r.iy  interest  in  Illinois  Tech  and  from  contact  viith  many  business 
assf^cia.tes,  vrho  are  free  to  speak  their  miind,  I  can  discuss  industry's  support  of 
education  Icnov^ingly.   There  is  no  question  about  the  m.any  mutual  interests  of 
schools  and  industry-".  Alm.ost  every  industrialist  has  personal  school  relationships, 
ivhich  prejudice  hli  in  favor  of  helping  liberally  in  a  ".worthy  cause,  v/hilc  realiz- 
ing that  his  business,  as  v/ell  as  his  country  needs  m.ore  and  better  trained 
specialized  personnel. 

Here  in  Chicago,  as  well  as  in  nearly  every  t.-jrm  in  the  country,  v;e  see 
almiost  daily,  in  our  nev/spapers,  accounts  of  current  happenings  v/hich  give  us  pause 
as  to  those  \j\\n ,   under  the  cloak  of  academic  freedom,  are  fostering  a  mvovement 
which  would  deprive  us  of  all  freed'-ims.   I  greatly  regret  this  situation,  as  do 
most  of  miy  associates,  for  free  enterprise  and  individual  initiative  have  brought 
us  where  we  are.   Since  the  strongest  instinct  In  life  is  self-preservation,  I  can 
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see  no  reason  to  believe  ths.t  jnclustry  is  to  be  counted  upon  as  a  [-ennrous 
supporter  of  any  private  educational  institution  until  it  shall  have  u.nequivecally 
proclaimed  its  position, 

I  feel  free  to  make  this  statement,  here  among  my  friends,  because  all  of 
us  feel,  I  an  sure,  that  Illinois  Tech  is  not  amonr;  our  v/ayi'/ard  institutions.  IVe 
need  but  look  around  our  Campus  at  the  hu^e  educational  plant  arising  in  a  fonaer 
distres.-:^ed  area  to  realize  that  Dr.  Keald  has  not  left  his  post  for  ideological 
dir;ref sions.   It  is  important,  hoviever,  to  reco-^nize  that  no  one  school,  ho-.Tcver 
meritorious,  can  stared  alone.  If  certain  of  our  nation's  intellectual  leaders 
succeed  in  their  current  efforts  to  bring  about  the  welJ'are  state,  it  r::av  event- 
ually be  no  longer  a  matter  of  choice,  but  of  ability,  for  industry  to  assist  in  the 
support  of  education. 

I  regret  that,  at  a  time  of  r/ell  earned  gratification  over  our  success, 
I  should  be  the  one  to  introduce  a  discordant  note.  I  can  say  in  r,y  defense  that 
I  did  not  oi'iginate  the  idea;  I  am  simply  recording  it.   Nothing  v.'ould  please  me 
more  than  to  see  the  fine  organisa-tions  of  our  country  marching  shoulder  to 
shoulder  again,  as  they  have  in  the  past.  We  all  kuoT»/  that  unti].  recentlj^  the 
substantial  groivtli  of  our  privately  endowed  institutions  has  been  made  possible 
by  handsome  benefactions  from  the  profits  of  successful  industries.   It  is  less 
'»vell  c"dvertised,  perhaps,  but  equally  true,  that  in  a  large  measure  the  success 
of  these  industries  was  made  possible  by  the  well  educated  m.inds  of  their  personnel 
which  were  the  fruits  of  our  educational  institutions. 

It  has  not  been  sufficiently  heralded  that  here  in  our  countrj',  by  the 
natural  cooperation  of  our  universities  with  industry,  a  nev.-  system  of  creating 
values  has  evolved  v/hich  has  not,  of  necessity,  run  its  course.  At  other  tines  and 
in  other  countries  large  aggregations  of  private  vrealth  have  been  amassed  by  taking

The  finest  acconjilishnents,  thus  far,  are  snail  compare  i  v.'ith  vfhat  vrc 
nor;  have  the  Keaus  of  doinn:.   Our  :ninds,  spirits  and  resources  should  be  dedicated 
to  realizing  here  on  the  Ca"ipus  of  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  the  bri^^'ht 
future  that  is  v.i-thin  our  grasp.

CHICAGO  --  The  fat  salvage  industry  should  begin  a  vigorous 
research  program  now  if  its  economic  problems  are  to  be  met,  according 
to  W,  L»  Kubie,  biochemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technologyo 

The  livestock,  food,  paint,  and  ciiemical  industries  are  a 
fev  industries  entwined  economically  with  renderingc   Fat  salvage 
becomes  animal  feed,  fertilizer,  lard,  shortening,  oleomargarine,  and 
sonps,  but  technical  progress  by  renderers  has  been  slow,  Kubie  said, 
in  comparison  with  related  industries « 

Kubie  listed  several  possibilities  for  scientific  research 
in  the  rendering  industry  in  tlie  June  issue  of  Frontier,  .Armour 
Research  Foundation  technical  magazine ^   He  cited  the  growing  frozen 
foods  industry  as  a  factor  which  could  eliminate  much  animal  waste 
available  to  renderers,  since  meat  may  be  completely  processed  at  the 
packing  house,  frozen,  and  sent  to  retailers^ 

"Synthetic  detergents  for  soap  are  gaining  in  popularity, 
and  may  cut  into  the  tallow  market,"  Kubie  said,:   At  present  about  one 
pound  of  detergents  is  sold  for  five  of  soap,  but  the  ratio  is  in- 
creasing in  favor  of  the  detergents^"

Total  flooi"  space  of  the  new  building  is  about  15^,000  squrre  feet.   It 
is  of  reinforced  concrete  construction  of  modern  design,  v/ith  a  large  arr.ount  of 
v.dndoviT  illuinination  on  all  sides.  The  concrete  roof  is  suppoi-ted  by  pillars  vrhich 
make  bays  2^  feet  square. 

An  overhead  travelling  crane  serves  the  central  section  of  the  building, 
where  such  heavy  equipment  as  the  large  steep-tanks  used  in  making  tortilla  flour 
can  be  handled.  This  central  area  has  huge  roll-up  tj-pe  doors  at  each  end^  large 
enough  to  handle  huge  trucks. 

One  corner  of  the  building  consists  of  tr^'o  stories,  housing  general 
offices,  constant  temperature  roo:i,  chemical  store  room,  and  library. 

There  are  three  laboratories  of  the  bench  tjrpe,  a  dust-proof  grinding 
room,  and  a  balance  room  with  a  hcav^/  concrete  balance  table  resting  on  cork  to 
elij.iinate  vibration.   The  remainder  of  the  building  is  devoted  to  pi?_ot  plant 
equipment,  shops,  and  similar  large  scale  item?. 

At  the  rear  of  the  buildirig  is  an  enclosed  yard  about  35j^GO  square  feet^ 
part  of  which  is  reserved  for  outdoor  pilot  plants.  An  outbuilding  contains  v'atch- 
rcan's  quarters  and  an  electric  sub-station.   A  20  horsepoVv'er  boiler  supplies  steam 
to  the  laboratories  at  100  lbs.  pressure.  Also  supplied  are  compressed  air,  fuel 
gas,  and  fuel  oil. 

Special  items  of  equipraeno  include  several  t;rpes  of  crushing  .xnd  grinc^in^ 
equipment,  facilities  for  analytical  studies  of  solid  fuels,  a  spray  drier,  a  pilot 
plant  for  m.aniifacturing  tortilla  flour,  si:<;  unit  solvent  extraction  pilot  plants, 
and  a  sm^all  steam-heated  high-pressure  filter.

CHICAGO  —  Chicago  is  only  half  as  dusty  in  suiiiKer  as  it  is  in 
■".vixter,  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illin-is  In3titute  of 
Technology  declared  today. 

"The  amount  of  dust  that  falls  on  the  city  varies  invei'sely  v/ith 
the  temperature,"  Maurice  Kayner^  chief  analytical  cheiaist,  stated^  "and 
dejjends  greatly  on  the  amount  of  coal  and  oil  used  to  heat  homes  and  apartirient 
buildings." 

The  Foundation's  analytical  chemistry  laboratory  has  measured  the 
city's  dustfall  for  the  Chicago  Dust  Abatem.ent  Department  since  July,  19u6o 
Those  measurements  are  made  without  charge  as  part  of  the  Foundation's  public 
service  program, 

"A  month  of  extremely  high  dustfall  is  invariably  a  windy  month," 
Kajmer  said.   "A  cold  wind  not  only  makes  it  more  difficult  to  heat  a  building, 
but  it  also  agitates  the  dust  from  the  ground  into  the  air," 

An  average  of  3li0.78  tons  of  dust  per  square  mile  fell  on  the  city 
during  the  first  five  m.onths  of  this  year.  The  19L8  average  v/as  699-55  tons 
per  square  mile.   In  19h7  the  average  total  was  768. 56. 

The  Chicago  Dust  Abatem.ent  Departm.ent  uses  the  Foundation's  data  as 
a  check  on  the  city's  smoke  and  dust  abatement  program  and  as  an  indication 
of  areas  which  need  attention.

A-vevage  dustfall  at  the  La  Sal.le  street  station  iii  llai^ch  (one  of 
the  months  of  heaviest  dustfall)  was  3^2.20  tons,  while  only  19.68  tons 
vrere  recorded  during  the  same  period  at  73^0  Pratt  boulevard  (6800  North). 
The  I'Jarch  average  for  the  entire  Loop  area  was  302.78, 

Chicago  maintains  2$   dust-collecting  stations  placed  strategically 
so  that  they  cover  the  entire  city.  The  VounJation  calcula.tes  p.nd  analyzes 
the  dustfall  each  month. 

Dust  is  collected  in  circular  glass  battery  jars  six  inches  in 
diameter.   To  prevent  trapped  dust  from  blowing  away,  the  iars  are  partially 
filled  with  liq\iid,  the  amount  and  nature  of  the  liquid  varying  r;ith  the 
season.   In  winter  an  anti-free ze  solution,  consisting  of  distilled  vmter 
and  an  organic  solvent,  is  used.   The  amount  is  increased  in  dry  v;eather  to 
compensate  for  evaporation  and  is  decreased  in  cool,  moist  weather. 

"We  try  to  place  the  jars  on  the  tops  of  four-story  buildings 
whenever  possib3_e,"  Kayncr  said.  At  this  height,  he  explained,  the  jars  are 
not  molested  and  will  collect  the  actual  dustfall  rather  than  the  transfer 
of  dust  close  to  ground  level... 

The  jars  are  exposed  for  a  definite  number  of  days  each  month, 
usually  30.   They  are  carried  to  and  from  their  stations  in  specially  con- 
structed cases  whicli  do  not  permit  leakage  or  contamincticn  of  saiaples  in 
transit, 

I¥hen  an  exposed  jar  is  returned  to  the  laboratory  the  liquid  is 
measured  and  transferred  to  a  beaker.   Insoluble  dust  is  filtered  out  and 
the  total  soluble  dust  in  solution  is  determined. 

Insoluble  dust  is  analj^aed  further  to  determ.ine  Vi'hat  portions  are 
tar like  substances,  what  part  is  carbon,  and  what  is  non-combustible 
inorganic  matter.

Considerably  mo. 'e  than  $0   per  cent  of  the  duct  captured  in  th.c  Loop 
during  the  winter  months  is  non-combustible.   Thi.s  non-combustible  dust  is 
largely  fly  ash  and  inorganic  minerals  from  the  £oil,  such  as  sand  and 
various  silicates,  Kayner  said. 

At  other  stations,  particula:-ly  in  outlyi_ng  sections  of  the  city, 
the  greater  p-er  cent  of  the  dust  is  soluble  materialo  The  Foundation  dees 
not  analyse  this  material,  Kayner  said.

CHICAG0--Passeng9rs   in  Chicago's    thousands   of   public   transportation  vehicls£ 
are   subjected  to   louder   noise   in  sununer   than  in  vdnter — sometimes   almost   twice  as 
loud. 

This    is    one    of  the  conclusions   reached  by  scientists   from  Armour   Research 

Foundation  of   Illinois    Institute   of   Teclmology   in  part    of    s   year- long   noise   survey 

in  Chicago   sponsored   by  the    Greater   Chicago  Noise  Reduction  Council  and   the 

Fcumlation.

Data   on  vehicular   noise,    collected    since    last  November  by/Tioise    survey 

team^    are  now  being  tabulated   and    analyzed.      The    study  of   factory  noise,    second   half 

cf  the  survey,    is    continuing    and   findings  will  be   available   later. 

In  general,    vehicles   create   and   emit   noise    in  this    order    of  decreasing 
Iriuur.ess,    according  to  Dr.    Hovjard   C.   Hardy,   Foundatioxi  acoustics    and  vibration 
physicist  v/ho    is    supervising   the   survey; 

Subway  trains,    elevated   cars,    old-type  street    cars,    electric   comnutor 
trams,    trolleybuses,    new-type   street    cars,    and  motor  buses^    steam  commuter   trains^ 
and   aut omob  i 1 e s , 

(Trucks    are   generally   louder    than  motor   coaches,    steam  trains,    end 
automobiles,    but   they  are  not    included    as    passenger-carrying   vehicles d) 

Except   for   a   few   quiet   automobiles,    every  one  of  these   carriers    is    noisier 
than  the   noise  frequency  and    decibel   levels   normally  accepted   by  the   human  ear   as 
psychologically  pleasing, 

"Loudness   corresponds  with  the  psychological   impression  made  by  the  noise," 
Dr.   Hardy  explained,      "The  microphone   reading   is   not  as    important   as  the   psychological 
reaction  to  the   sound,"

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"Conversational  tones  usually  vary  from  100  cycles  per  second  to  4,000 
cycles  per  second  (frequency)  and  from  70  to  75  decibels  (intensity).  For 
comparative  purposes,  therefore,  vie   have  assumed  an  agreeable  tone  to  be  arcnnd  70 
decibels  (intensity)  v;hen  measured  in  the  400  to  800  cycle  region^"  he  pointed  zwt  j 

In  this  range,  only  the  relatively  quiet  automobile  is  not  ob J3ctior.ab.''.e 
to  the  human  ear. 

"Even  in  winter,  v/hen  noise  levels  inside  vehicles  are  lov/or,  principally 
because  closed  windows  of  public  carriers  provide  some  sound  insulation,  tlie  intensi- 
ty and  frequency  of  the  noise  is  too  high  for  comfort,"  iJr.  Kardy  said. 

Track  noises,  engine  noises  (including  exhausts),  and  tread  noise  contri- 
bute to  the  bedlam  which  dins  into  the  ee.rs  of  the  commuter.  In  sumjuer,  it's  worse 
because  he  usually  opens  the  windov;  to  get  some  air--and  ho  gets  more  noise,  tcco 

In  winter,  the  noise  is  just  as  great  outside  the  vehicle,  but  the 
passenger  notices  it  less.   Closed  windows  keep  out  some  of  the  noise^  and  such 
things  as  snov;,  trseS;,  buildings,  and  other  obstacles  break  the  reverberations, 
Hc'A'ever,  except  in  rare  instances,  atmospheric  conditions  do  not  affect  tho  noise 
levels.  Hardy  said. 

At  400  to  800  cycles  per  second^  decibel  measurements  inside  vehicles  in 
summer  range  from  63  for  automobiles  to  94  for  subv/eys.   Other  measurements  are? 
71  for  steam  commuter  trains,  74  for  motor  buses  and  ne-.v  street  cars,  78  for  trolley 
buses,  79  for  electric  commuter  trains,  84  for  old  street  cars,  and  85  for  elevated 
trains. 

In  a  decibel  scale  used  by  acoustical  engineers  in  measuring  sound.,  a 
change  of  six  to  eight  decibels  usually  will  be  recognized  by  the  average  individual 
as  doubling  the  loudness.

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ClilCAGO  —  Research  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  are  achieving  successful  laboratory  results  expected  to 
have  wide  economic  importance  to  the  steel  industry. 

William  R.  Johnson,  research  metallurgist,  Layton  C.  Kinney,  supervisor 
of  chemical  engineering,  and  John  M.  Parks,  supervisor  of  non-ferrous  m.etallurgy. 
have  developed  a  synthetic  substitute  for  African  and  East  Indian  palm  oil,  a  vital 
necessity  in  making  hot  dip  tinplate.  Kill  tests  \vill  soon  be  run. 

There  is  no  domestic  source  of  this  palm  oil,  and,  up  to  now,  no 
substitute  in  general  use. 

About  7,500  tons  of  the  oil  are  used  annually  in  the  United  States  in 
hot  dip  tinning.  All  of  the  oil  must  be  imported  from  North  Africa  or  the  East 
Indies  over  long  shipping  lanes.   Supplies  vrere  greatly  curtailed  during  World  War 
II  because  of  the  submarine  menace  to  shipping  lanes  and  might  be  entirely  cut  off 
in  another  emergency. 

Cost  also  has  been  an  important  factoro  Before  the  war  the  oil  sold 
as  low  as  8  cents  per  pound.  After  the  war  it  went  as  high  as  UO  cents c 

Price,  v/hich  has  fluctuated  vfithout  notice,  plus  transportation 
difficulties,  brought  about  the  investigation  sponsored  by  the  American  Iron  and 
Steel  Institute  t, 

To  discover  and  develop  a  substitute  for  African  palm  oil,  Foundation 

scientists  were  confronted  with  what  appeared  to  be  an  almost  impossible  list  of 

requirements.   The  oil,  to  function  properly,  must  have  these  characteristics: 

-more — 
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It  should  make  smooth,  bright  tinplatej  drain  rapidly  and  freely j 
possess  low  volatility^  have  high  flash  and  fire  points;  neither  oxidize  nor 
polymerize  readily;  clean  readily  from  the  sheet;  have  low  viscosity  to  permit 
pouring  or  pumping  readily;  be  non-toxic,  odor-free  and  preferably  edible;  should 
not  become  rancid  during  storage;  not  interfere  with  lithographing,  lacquering  or 
soldering,  and  should  retard  atmospheric  corrosion. 

And  the  substitute  had  to  be  inexpensive  and  readily  available, 
preferably  from  domestic  sources. 

After  extensive  basic  research  on  tinning  oil  action,  the  Foundation 
scientists  selected  dimerized  linoleic  acid  (dimer  acid)  as  having  the  best 
possibilities.   This  is  a  fatty  acid  product  only  recently  available  in  quantity. 
It  is  made  from  common  vegetable  oils  bj  heating  them  under  pressure  in  contact 
with  steam,- 

A  mill  test  on  this  material  was   encouraging,  although  the  dimer  acid 
tended  to  increase  in  viscosity.  Subsequent  Trork  was  devoted  to  a  study  of  dimerized 
acid  base  materials.   Two  general  lines  of  approach  were  followed: 

1,  Correction  of  undesirable  viscosity  characteristics  by  use  of 
addition  agents, 

2,  Examination  of  various  esterified  dimer  acid  products  which  are  known 
to  have  satisfactory  low  temperature  viscosity  characteristics  and  which  give  good 
resistance  to  heat  bodying. 

From  their  work  the  Foundation  scientists  have  concluded  that  satis- 
factory tinplate  can  be  made  with  100  per  cent  free  fatty  acid  if  the  acid  is 
not  too  volatile  or  viscous. 

They  also  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  may  be  possible  to  replace 
African  palm  oil  with  some  of  the  natural  Latin-American  vegetable  oils  vfhich 
await  only  the  development  of  plantations  and  extraction  facilities.

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CHICAGO — The  possibility  that  a  new  proce3s  developed  by  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  may  relieve  the  U,3.  oil  industry 
from  dependence  upon  Argentine  quebracho  was  voiced  today  by  Dr.  Francis  Godvd.n, 
director  of  the  Foundation's  International  Division. 

Quebracho,  an  extract  from  a  hardwood  tree  of  the  same  name  which  grows 
in  the  Chaco  region  of  South  America,  is  now  used  in  controlling  the  viscosity  of 
muds  in  oil-well  drilling,  Dr.  Godwin  explajnedo 

Dr.  Godwin  is  in  Chicago  this  week  discussing  plans  for  the  intensifica- 
tion of  the  Foundation's  research  and  development  program  in  Latin  and  South 
America,  The  division's  headquarters  are  in  Mexico  City, 

"The  new  process  obtains  a  stable  concentrated  extract  of  tannin  from 
the  seed-pods  of  cascalote,  a  tree  vfhich  grows  in  abundance  in  certain  sections 
of  Mexico,"  he  explained, 

"In  the  crude  form,  cascalote  has  been  used  for  years  as  Mexico's  chief 
vegetable  tanning  agent,  but  the  new  process  was  necessary  to  make  it  economical 
for  shipment  and  to  standardize  its  quality  for  large-scale  industrial  use. 

'■Properties  of  the  cascalote  extract  arc  very  similar  to  those  of 
quebracho.   It  has  already  been  tested  v;ith  excellent  results  in  commercial 
tanneries,  and  tests  are  now  planned  to  determine  its  exact  behavior  in  controlling 
oil-well  mud  viscosity,"

Tifhile  the  Mexican  cascalote  tree  yields  a  new   crop  anri.ually,  the  quebracho 
tree  must  be  cut  down  to  be  processed.  As  a  result,  the  supply  of  the  slow- 
growing  quebracho  trees  is  fast  diminishing. 

United  States  imports  of  quebracho  in  recent  years  have  been  about 
100^000  tons  annually  at  a  cost  of  about  5U0  million  a  year,  Dr.  Godwin  estimated. 
"About  90  per  cent  has  come  from  Argentina,  luhose  price  control  policies  and 
recent  Anglo-Argentine  trade  pact  discussions  have  tended  to  make  U.S. -Argentine 
trade  more  difficult.   The  small  remainder  is  imported  from  Brazil  and  Paraguay, 

"Although  quebracho  is  best  known  to  the  public  as  a  tanning  agent  for 
leather,  actually  I4.O  per  cent  of  U,  S.  imports  of  it  are  used  in  oil-well  drilling," 
Dr.  Godwin  noted. 

Commercial  extraction  of  cascalote  by  the  new  process  will  provide 
Mexico  v/ith  another  new  industry,  a  new  source  of  dollar  exchange  to  facilitate 
U. So -Mexican  trade,  and  an  appreciable  improvement  in  the  quality  of  leather  in 
the  Mexican  shoe  industry. 

Several  other  Latin  American  countries  have  undeveloped  materials  which, 
by  research  at  this  time,  may  be  made  to  serve  this  same  market,  Dr,  Godwin  said.

CHICAGO — A  new  roller-type  hydraulic  machine  known  as  a  staconizcr  has 
been  installed  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
for  experimentation  in  the  processing  of  agricultural  and  forest  products. 

Scientists  at  the  Foundation, working  under  the  direction  of  Layton  C. 
Kinney,  supervisor  of  chemical  engineering  research,  will  use  the  machine  in  seeking 
to  shorten  the  processing  time,  cut  the  cost,  and  increase  the  yield  of  a  variety 
of  processed  foodstuffs  and  wood  pulp  products. 

The  stacomizer  incorporates  a  new  fundamental  mechanical  principle 
which  permits  the  continuous  application  of  high  pressures-  without  destructive 
heat.   It  operates  in  a  manner  that  literally  forces  its  roll  assembly  to  accept 
materials,  even  soft  materials,  not  accepted  by  other  high  pressure  equipment 
with  rolls  in  contact. 

The  machine  is  expected  to  displace  many  devices  now  used  for  crushing, 
grinding,  macerating,  blending,  and  compounding  and  to  inprove  results  obtained 
by  present  type  rolling  mills,  ball  mills,  hydraulic  presses,  and  decorticating 
machines. 

Foundation  scientists  ivill  use  the  machine  to  determine  its  applica- 
bility to  various  processing  operations  and  its  performance  in  each.  These  include: 

1.  Extraction  of  oils,  juices,  and  other  fluid  components  from  fruits, 
vegetables,  nuts,  seeds,  berries,  herbs,  etc. 

-more — 
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2,  Recovery  of  fiber  from  trees,  plants,  shrubs,  grasses,  and  other 
forest  and  agricultural  products, 

3,  Milling  of  flours,  starches,  and  similar  granulated  or  powdered 
materials, 

U.  Extraction,  preparation,  or  manufacture  of  therapeutic  products, 

5i,  Preparation  of  materials  for  leaching  and  solvent  extraction  and 
recovery  of  valuable  components  from  cellulose  materials, 

6.  Utilization  of  v^raste  products  where  pressing  or  other  extractive 
methods  are  used. 

Unlike  a  standard  rolling  mill  in  which  the  v/ork  is  done  by  tv/o 
opposing  rolls,  the  Stacomizer  consists  of  three  rotating  members — a  driven  backup 
roll  turning  in  a  fixed  position,  a  driven  work  roll  permitted  to  move  in  a  fixed 
horizontal  plane,  and  a  floating  ring  which  is  not  driven  but  revolves  freely 
bete'reen  the  rolls  which  are  under  hydraulic  pressure, 

"On  the  Foundation  unit,  the  force  exerted  between  the  two  rolls 
reaches  a  maximum  of  1^0,000  pounds.  The  backup  roll  and  vrork  roll  are  8  inches 
in  diameter  and  the  12-inch  wide  floating  ring  is  two   inches  thick  vath  a  l6-inch 
inside  diameter.  The  imit  is  powered  by  a  l^-horsepov/er  motor,"  Kinney  said.

CHICAGO — About  2^  times  a  day  every  working  day  of  the  j^ear  someone 
makes  an  inquiry  at  the  National  Registry  of  Rare  Chemicals,   Inquiries  as  to 
sources  of  rare  chemicals  come  in  by  letter,  phone,  -wire,  transoceanic  cable,  or 
the  inquirer  nay  call  in  person  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  In- 
stitute of  Technology  where  the  Registry  is  laaintainedo 

During  19i!8  the  Registry  received  about  6^500  requests  for  sources  of 
chemicals  not  stocked  hy   the  usual  supply  houses.   The  number  of  inquix-ies  h?3 
increased  substantially  each  year  of  the  Registry's  six -year  history o 

Registry  files  contain  requests  virhich  run  the  gamut  of  research  problems 
from  the  ridiculous  to  the  tragic — from  requests  by  eccentrics  with  their  panaceas 
for  world  ills  to  desperate,  last-minute  attempts  to  save  human  life.  But  the 
Foundation  is  most  proud  of  the  day-to-day  help  the  Registry  gives  in  catalysing 
cooperation  among  the  world's  scientists. 

Scope  of  operation  of  the  Registry  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
inquiries  have  been  received  from.  Argentina,  Australia,  Belgium,  Canada,  Chili, 
Cuba,  C?;echoslovakia,  Denmark,  England,  Egyvt,    France,  Germany  Hawaii,  Holland, 
India,  Mexico,  Norw^ay,  Spain,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  and 
from  every  state  in  the  United  States.  Since  the  Registry  actually  is  international 
in  scope,  some  consideration  has  been  given  to  dropping  the  word  "National"  from 
its  copjTfighted  name.

Dr.  MpTtin  lU   Keererij  director  of  the  Foundation's  Research  Division^ 
concei\'ed  the  idea  of  the  Registry,  founded  it  June  1,  19U2,  and  is  its  director. 
Conception  of  the  idea  came  several  years  before  the  Registry  vras  founded,  but  an 
incident  early  in  19)42  clinched  Dr.  Heeren's  opinion  that  industrial  and  researc'.i 
chemists  needed  a  sort  of  clearing  house  for  information  about  rare  chemicals „ 

Early  that  year  the  Foundation,  which  does  industrial  research  and 
development,  found  itself  faced  with  a  chemical  i^ipasse^  Handed  a  nash  job  by 
an  insecticide  manufacturer,  Foundation  scientists  settled  down  to  work  only  to 
find  that  "1,  1  dichlorol  1  nitro  ethane,"  a  then  obscure  compound  of  which  they 
needed  only  a  fev/  grams,  vras  not  on  hand  and  could  not  be  founds   None  of   the 
chemical  supply  houses  listed  it  in  thoir  catalogs.  None  of  t,he  chemical  firms  or 
private  laboratories  seemed  to  have  any.  A  month  went  by  before  the  scientists 
located  enough  of  the  chemical  for  the  experiment. 

Immediately  thereafter  the  Foundation  established  the  Registry  as  one 
of  its  public  service  activities.  It  is  not  a  storehouse  of  chemicals.  It  is  a 
larr;e  card  file  of  sources  of  rare  chemicals,  its  services  free  to  any  scientist 
needing  them. 

For  a  beginning  Dr,  Heeren  contacted  some  2,5'00  industrial  and  educa- 
tional laboratories  in  the  country  to  determine  what  rare  chemicals  they  had  on 
hand,   Much  of  the  success  of  the  Registry  is  due  to  the  initial  and  continued 
coopsrabion  by  these  laboratories.  Several  scientific  journals  and  individuals 
have  aided  materially  through  their  voluntary  efforts.   The  v.-idc spread  inte-.-est 
aroused  by  the  Registry's  efforts  to  assist  scientific  workers  throughout  the 
world  is  reflected  in  the  large  number  of  contributions  of  source  inform.ation 
which  comie  in  now  from  all  directions. 

At  the  end  of  the  19h7-hB   fiscal  year  the  Registry  listed  sources  of 
more  than  13,500  rare  compounds.   This  is  an  increase  of  about  3,000  compounds 
over  the  close  of  the  previous  year. 
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About  75  per  cent  of  the  6,500  annual  recuerts  can  be  f:  ll.^d  Inrcctly

No  inquiry  is  considered  closed  until  the  Refistry  has  located  a  source 
of  the  chemical.  In  cases  of  exceptionally  rare  chemicals  not  on  file  which  nay 
take  months  to  locate,  the  inform^ation  is  fonva.-^ded  to  the  original  inquirer  as 
soon  as  the  chemical  is  located. 

Ordinarily  the  Registry  does  not  buy,  sell  or  stock  any  chemical,  nor 
does  it  enter  into  financial  negotiations  with  the  supplier  or  purchaser.  In 
those  cases  where  the  supplier  wishes  to  remain  anonymous,  hoT^ever,  the  Registry- 
will  act  as  interm.ediary  in  the  negotiations,  transmitting  price  information,  the 
chemical,  and  payinent  for  it  without  disclosing  the  identity  of  the  supplier. 
Registry  personnel,  members  of  the  staff  of  Armour  Research  Foundation,  ai-e  bou.nd 
by  x-he  same  obligations  of  confidential  operation  which  govern  all  Foundation  work: 

The  amount  of  time  the  Registry  has  saved  the  vrorld's  scientists  v:ould 
bo  impossible  to  estim.ate.  Frequently  less  than  a  gra::i  of  a  certain  chemical 
may  be  needed,  but  its  preparation  night  require  weeks  of  work^   The  large  file 
of  letters  and  coirimunications  the  Registry  has  received  is  ample  evidence  that 
many  im.portant  projects  would  have  been  seriously  delayed  had  the  Registry  not 
had  on  file  sources  of  vital  rare  materials. 

To  increase  its  usefulness  the  National  Registry  of  Rare  Chemicals  is 
constantly  seeking  to  expand  the  coverage  of  its  files.  Accordingly,  Dr^  Heeren 
and  Dr,  Frances  Knock,  assistant  director  of  the  Registry,  constantly  ask  vrorkers 
in  all  fields  of  science  to  help  in  obtaining  additional  source  data  on  rare 
chemicals,  no  matter  how  small  the  quantity.  Some  requests  are  for  a  fraction  of 
a  milligram. 
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Since  suppliers  may  remain  completely  anonyrnous  they  entail  no  risk 
of  disclosing  trade  secrets. 

In  listing  a  raie  chemical,  suppliers  should  give  all  data  necessary 
to  define  the  compound  as  uniquely  as  possible.  They  should  lirt  the  amount 
avail.able  and  the  name  and  address  to  vhich  comjuunications  should  be  sent.  Data 
on  purity  are  extremely  useful  if  known. 

Most  compounds  listed  are  relatively  pure,  but.  Dr.  Ileeren  emphasizes, 
the  listing  of  data  en  I'are,  chemically  iiapure  preparations,  such  as  certain  enzyme 
systems,  has  often  proved  of  invaluable  aid  to  other  workers  in  the  field.  Data 
on  both  organic  and  inorganic  compounds  are  sought.

CHICAGO  —  Progress  on  an  instrument  wliicii  will  measure  radiation  in  air 
more  than  70  miles  above  the  earth's  surface  has  been  reported  by  Br.  Severin  Raynor. 
senior  scientist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  ol"  Illinois  Institute  of"  Technology'". 

Scj.entists  plan  to  measure  heat  radiated  from  the  sun,  the  earth  and  space 
Tirith  a  gjTO  stabilized  sphere  which  vail  be  ejected  from  c   rocket  on  its  way  up  at 
a  speed  of  about  1800  miles  per  hour.  The  metal  sphere  will  contain  three  gyro- 
scopes,  fourteen  temperature  sensors,  and  a  camera  unit  for  recording  the  data  to  be 
studied  later. 

"This  phase  of  upper  air  research  is  expected  to  add  to  fundam.ental 
!<nowledge — the  kind  of  things  a  man  on  a  trip  to  the  moon  vrou.ld  need  to  know,"  Dr^ 
RajTior  said.  Ke  cited  the  desire  for  m.ore  infonnation  about  the  climate  encountered 
by  rockets  for  both  civilian  and  military  use. 

The  project  at  the  Foundation  is  being  sponsoi^ed  by  the  U.  S.  Air  Force, 
Air  Materiel  Command. 

Describing  space  U00,000  feet  high,  Dr.  Raj.mor  said  it  is  dark  and  hot 
(about  180  degrees  Fahrenheit )„  An  almost  complete  vacuum  prevails  and  vreight 
decreases.

The  radiation  measurinn;  spherical  irstruincnt  is  in  the  final  stages  of 
development.  Major  problems  in  the  development  have  been  stabilization  and  suitable 
instruraentation^  Dr.  Raynor  stated.  Armour  scientists  are  no^.v  designing  supporting 
rings,  or  "gimbals,"  "orhich  wj.ll  allow  the  sphere  to  remain  stable  in  flight  and  tc 
be  ejected  from  the  rocket, 

"After  the  fuel  is  burned  the  rocket  spins  and  tv/ists,"  Dr.  Rajmor 
explained,"  and  so  radiation  measurements  coul.d  not  be  maie  directly  from  the  rocket. 
Only  from,  an  instrument  in  equilibrium  like  this  gyro  stabilized  sphere  could  we  get 
the  data  vre  need." 

The  gyroscopes  keep  the  sphere  stable  both  inside  the  rocket  and  after  it 
is  ejected,  accoi'ding  to  Dr.  Raynor.   The  sphere,  v/hich  resembles  a  large  cannonball^ 
can  turn  inside  its  supporting  rings  to  do  this,  rotating  on  three  axes,  Tlie  effect 
of  -the  rocket's  spin  is  reduced  by  mounting  the  gimbals  and  sphere  on  a  platfoi'm 
which  oscillates  around  the  axis  of  the  rocket  itself,, 

An  experimental  "caniionball"  was  floated  in  m.ercury  and  stabilized  in  the 
laboratory  by  a  brute  force  system  of  gyroscopes  against  forces  expected  to  disturb 
the  instrument's  stability  in  practice o  Scientists  allowed  for  a  rotation  of  only 
five  degrees. 

The  rings  supporting  the  sphere  consist  of  tiro  halves  held  together  by 
hollow  explosive  bolts c.  After  the  cannonball  (or  sphere)  containing  the  measuring 
equipment  is  ejected  from  the  side  of  the  rocket  in  flig'it  the  bolts  are  set  off 
electrically  and  the  gimbals  are  stripped  fromi  the  sphere »  The  sphere  then  falls 
free  in  space  while  measurem.ents  are  made„ 

"The  radiation  measuring  device  consists  of  Ih  buttons  located  on  the 
surface  of  the  sphere,"  Dr.  Ra^Tior  said.  "Each  button  contains  a  thermocouple, 
or  temperature  sensor.  Those  temiperatures  are  recorded  on  16  mm.  film  using  a 
specially  designed  slow  speed  camera.   A  watch  mechanism  times  the  recording."

CHICAGO  —  Acoustics  experts  have  measured  tb,3  noise  j.nside  one  of  the 
f-fy&r   new  CTA  elevated  cars  now  in  service  and  pronounced  it  fifteen  decibels  quieter 
inside  than  the  present  "L"  cars. 

George  L,   Bonvallet,  ph^Asicist  at  Annour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology^  said  that  the  older  cars  hit  85  decibels,  while  the  new 
ones  pui-r  along  at  70.  Ka  explained  that  the  noise  reduction  means  that  riders 
will  hear  sounds  of  only  one-tenth  the  forr.er  intensity  in  nevi   elevated  cars, 

Measurernents  were  made  on  a  ride  from  the  loop  to  Dosplainesc  It  v'as  part 
of  a  year-long  general  survey  of  city  noise  sponsored  by  the  Research  Foundation  and 
the  Greater  Chicago  Iloise  Reduction  Councilo 

"The  new  cars  are  still  tight  and  rattle  less,  and  the  new  upholstered 
seats  absorb  nucli  sound  instead  of  reflecting  noise  li:-e  the  old  rattan  ones," 
Bonvallet  explained,   "Another  factor  is  the  'rubber  sandwich'  constraction  of  the 
wheels,  like  those  on  the  new  street  cars.   They  take  up  shock  and  lesson  track 


Bonvallet,  who  is  gathering  most  of  the  data  in  the  noise  survey,  said  that 
the  quieting  in  the  new  "L"  cars  is  even  more  impressive  than  the  reduction  of  noise 
in  the  new  street  cars,  v;hich  rate  at  7$  decibels  as  against  8U  for  the  old  red  ones. 
The  subway  and  elevated  have  proved  noisiest  among  trains,  street  cars,  buses, 
trucks,  and  automobiles  in  that  part  of  the  noise  survey  dealing  with  vehicular  noise.

The  tvro-story  construction  of  steel,  brick,  and  glass  features  the  simple, 
functional  style  of  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  chairman  of  the  Institute's  department 
of  architecture  and  designer  of  the  modern  110-acre  campus  now  under  construction  at 
Illinois  Tech, 

Considered  one  of  the  foremost  college  structures  for  MOTC  training,  the 
arniory  contains  10  classrooms  for  teaching  Navy  classes,  an  ordnance  laboratory, 
eight  suites  of  offices,  three  storage  rooms,  and  a  full  regulation  rifle  range  in 
the  basement.
